1975 allegations used against 
Teamsters official 



The EBI this week used 12-year-o!d 
aOeiiations that Charies (Chuckie) 
O'Brien and Anthony Giacalone sought 
a $250,000 payment itor OFchestniting 
the 1975 disappearance of Jmuny Hof- 
fa to suRWrt a government daim that 
O'Brien should be removed from 
. Teamsters union office. 

The allegations tend to support the 
FBI's kKig-standing su^idon that 
O'Brien and Giacalone played a role m 
the disappearance of the fonner Team- 
stere head, who is presumed dead. 
Even so, agency c^dals said Thursday 
that they don't consider .]]^ (Paiges 
reliable enoigji to seeJt aimiiia] indict- 
ments in Hoia's disaiq)earance. 

One reason is that two key players 
are dead: Jackie Presser, the former 
Teamsters president and FBI infor- 
mant who made the allegations to the 
agency and died in 1988; and Frank 
Fitzstmraons, the former Teamsters 
president ^om O'Brien and Giacalone 
aEegedty solicited for the $250,000 
and who died in 1981. 

"The FBI was obviously aware of 
the informatkm reportedly fumished 
by Presser shortly after the disappear- 
ance. But Ae FBI was unable to sub- 



stantiate or corroborate that-^ of. 
informatxm," said Hal Helterbcff, spe- 
da] agent-in-duirge of the FBI Detnnt 
office. "There's quite a gap between 
testiiinng at an admtmstiative bearing, 
or trying to establtsfa pibbable cause": 
for criminal diarges. - 

O'Brien spec^caDy denied that he 
!was inyohred in Ho£Fa's disappearance, 
, or any subsequent demand for pay- 
ment 

Giacalone, v^ was unavailable for 
comment TTaursday, also has denied 
any role in Hoffa's disawwarance. 

O'Brien is oie of 38 Teamsters 
officials hatknwide who have been 
cfaarged-by the. goveimnent with a 
variety of vkdatuns of the unioo's 
constitution. Under terms of a March 
1989 settlement of a federal radce- :' 
teeiing lawsuit against the 1.6-niilEoQ- 
roember union, those 38 officials &ce a 
variety of penalties, induding removal 
from office.
